Also, following is an English- 
language summary of these documents setting forth the relevance of them. 

1. Japanese patent application publication No. .TP 621 08844 A 

In JP 62108844A filed on November 6, 1985 and published on May 20, 1987, a glycerol 
derivative of formula as shown in the Japanese patent (when Rl is linoleoyl, R2 is linoleoyl or 
palmitoyl and when Rl is palmitoyl, R2 is tricosanoyl, linoleoyl or palmitoyl) is disclosed. Dried 
seed of Trichosanthes japonica, Trichosanthes bracteata, etc. (a plant of Cucurbitaceae family) is 
extracted with a solvent such as water, methanol, ether, benzene, etc., and subjected to column 
chromatography. The obtained crude fraction is purified by chromatography to obtain the 
objective compound for remedy for thrombotic diseases. 

2. Korean patent application publication No. KR7.001 035445 A 

KR2001035445A filed on February 14. 2001 and published on May 7, 2001, discloses a 
process for preparing trichosanthes kirilowii max. extracts by adding distilled water or an organic 
solvent to trichosanthes kirilowii max. and extracting and a skin whitening cosmetic composition 
containing the extracts. Therefore, the composition enhances skin whitening effect synergistically 
without causing no side effects.
